The action of the General As­ 
sembly ended a record-breaking 
deadlock in which 36 ballots 
were cast during the past two 
months. It also cleared the way 
for quick adjournment of the 
Assembly’s 19 55 session. 
THIS MORNING’S vote was 43 
for Yugoslavia, l l for the Philip­ 
pines, one for Finland and one 
for Sweden. This was five more 
than the required two-thirds ma­ 
jority 
of

While the split-term deal had 
the backing of both Yugoslavia 
and the Philippines, as well as 
Russia 
and

powers, there was no vote on the 
deal

The

merely elected Yugoslavia to a 
two-y ear term. 
The understanding was, how­ 
ever, that the Yugoslav delega­ 
tion would resign at the end of 
one y ear and that the Philip­ 
pines would then be elected. 
Yugoslav was chosen to serve

She tho ught she might .find 
so me “ different” Christma s ca rds. She did. 
She fo und, a mo ng o thers, a ca rd tha t de­ 
picted a n o bv io usly drunken ha g bra ndish­ 
ing a gla ss a nd sho uting, “ Deck them ha lls!” 
The to ne o f tha t ca rd, a nd o f o thers in 
the sa me displa y , is a n a ffro nt to the spirit 
o f Christma s, a mo ckery o f a ll tha t the 
a nniv ersa ry o f the birth o f Jesus sho uld 
mea n. Fo rtuna tely fo r the wo ma n’s pea ce 
o f mind, when she returned to her ho me 
she fo und in the da y ’s ma il a no ther so rt o f 
ca rd. 
It wa s o f simple design—no clev er ca r­ 
to o ns, no so phistica ted iro ny . Its messa ge 
wa s a pla in sta tement o f the v erity tha t 
underlies the Christma s sea so n: “ He who 
understa nds lo v e understa nds Go d, fo r Go d 
is lo v e.” 


We sho uld be ex tremely gra teful tha t o ur 
diet pro blem in this co untry is o ne o f wo r­ 
ry ing a bo ut o v erea ting instea d o f wo rry ing 
a bo ut getting eno ugh to ea t a s so ma ny 
co untries must do .

MONGOLIA AND JAPAN 
Wh at th e Russians seem to h av e acco mplish ed 
by th eir v ery intricate maneuv er in th e United 
Natio ns o v er th e membersh ip questio n was to in­ 
sult Japan; to attempt to giv e Japan th e impres­ 
sio n th at th e United States is no t sufficiently 
po werful to get Japan into th e United Natio ns; 
th at So v iet Russia is po werful and can get Japan 
in during th e nex t sessio n; th at it wo uld be smart 
fo r Japan to tie in with So v iet Russia and Red 
Ch ina. 
Oth erwise, th ere can be no ex planatio n fo r 
v eto ing Japan. Th e Russians did no t dare v eto 
Spain o r Ireland, let us say , because th e o ppo ­ 
sitio n to th eir play -acting wo uld h av e been to o 
fero cio us, so th ey picked o n Japati, a co untry with 
wh ich th ey h av e no peace treaty . 
And no w we must ex pect so me repercussio ns 
in Japan wiiich must find a market fo r its manu­ 
factured go o ds and can find an ex cellent o ne in 
th e So v iet Univ ersal State. Th e United States can 
o nly affo rd to admit Japanese go o ds, in relatio n 
to many American industries, as lo ng as times are 
go o d and emplo y ment fairly full. Th e first eco ­ 
no mic dip, acco mpanied by unemplo y ment, and 
th ere will be a demand fo r “Buy American,” as 
th ere h as alway s been in such circumstances. Th e 
Japanese will be amo ng th e first to suffer fro m 
such an attitude and th ey h av e h ad a lo ng and 
tragic ex perience with it. Th ey wo uld prefer no t 
to be to o dependent upo n a Single market. 
So v iet Russia is sh o rt o f mo st o f th e go o ds 
th at are manufactured in Japan. A natural mar­ 
ket fo r Japanese pro ducts, o ne th at Japan h as 
assiduo usly and at great co st cultiv ated, runs fro m 
Manch uria to th e Indian Ocean o n th e mainland 
o f Asia. Mo st o f th at market is no w Co mmunist- 
co ntro lled. 
It is fatuo us fo r Americans to ex pect th at th e 
Japanese will lo ng stay o ut o f th at market fo r 
purely ideo lo gical reaso ns. Th e British h av e go ne 
into it and many Americans wo uld like to culti-$ 
v ate it. But fo r th e Japanese it h as th is furth er 
attractio n, th at primary articles o f fo o d, rice, 
wh eat, so y a beans, can be o btained at reaso nable 
prices, bartered fo r manufactured go o ds. Th en 
again, th e Japanese prefer fish to beef and so me 
o f th eir principal fish ing gro unds were giv en to 
Russia by Franklin D. Ro o sev elt in o ne o f h is 
mo re genero us mo ments. Th e Japanese are h av ­ 
ing serio us fish tro ubles. Th e Russians co uld well 
affo rd to be genero us and to giv e th e Japanese a 
pleasant fish eries treaty , wh ich wo uld make th e 
Russians v ery po pular in Japan. 
Th e United States h as h ad to take a co mplete 
defeat in th e linking o f Japan with Mo ngo lia. 
Japan is an ancient so v ereign co untry ; Outer 
Mo ngo lia is a pro v ince o f Ch ina under Russian 
co ntro l. To balance Japan with Mo ngo lia is an 
affro nt to th e Japanese peo ple, unwarranted by 
h isto ry o r th e present status o f th e two areas. 
Wh ile it is So v iet Russia th at o ffered th is insult 
to Japan, no Western co untiy aro se o n th e spo t 
to defend th e h o no r and dignity o f Japan, al­ 
th o ugh Henp' Cabo t Lo dge did try to get Japan 
into th e United Natio ns. 
Th e Russian co nduct raises anew th e v alue o f 
th e United Natio ns as a parliament o f man. It is 
suppo sed to functio n in acco rdance with th e Ch ar­ 
ter, but bo th th e spirit and th e letter o f th e Ch ar­ 
ter are being igno red in th e deals th at natio ns 
co o k up to ach iev e small ends. Th e 18-member­ 
sh ip deal was sch emed up by th e Canadians wh o 
seek to dev elo p so me kind o f leadersh ip, wh en, 
after all, a small co untry o f o nly 15,000,000 per­ 
so ns, eco no mically and defensiv ely dependent up­ 
o n th e United States, canno t assume v ery telling 
leadersh ip because it can ex h ibit no po wer. Can­ 
ada h as no t been included in any o f th e recent 
co nferences amo ng th e principal po wers because 
Canada is no t a principal po wer. 
Nev erth eless, since Lester Pearso n h as beco me 
Canada’s Secretary o f State fo r Ex ternal Affairs, 
h e h as th ro wn h is weigh t abo ut to th e detriment 
and h arm o f th e United States. It is suppo sed no t 
to be wise to say any th ing unfriendly abo ut 
Ca n ­ 
a d a , lest th e Canadian cartels raise th e price o f 
newsprint o r lo wer th e price o f wh iskey o r in 
so me o th er manner interfere with th e American 
eco no my . But th e day may co me wh en Americans 
gro w weary o f Pearso n’s sh enanigans and th en 
th ere may be th e unpleasantness o f retaliatio n. 
It is all so unnecessary .

AUTO INJURIES ARE PREVENTABLE 
“Th e ph y sicians o f th is co untry are up in 
arms against th e ev er-increasing number o f fatal­ 
ities o ccurring daily o n y o ur streets and h igh way s 
as a result o f auto mbile > accidents. Th e neuro ­ 
surgeo ns are serio usly inv o lv ed in th is crusade 
because th ey are called upo n to care fo r th e 
patients in critical co nditio n with sev ere h ead 
injuries." Head and neck injuries acco unt fo r 
nearly 70 per cent o f all auto crash fatalities, 
h av e nev er kno wn a neuro surgeo n wh o h as be­ 
co me callo used to th e task o f caring fo r a fatal 
h ead injury because th e sev ere h ead injury Is fatal 
in spite o f th e mo st co ncerted effo rts,” acco rding 
to Dr. C. Hunter Sh eldo n, Pasadena, Calif. 
"Th e lo ss o f each patient awakens a deep 
feeling o f anger because we allo w th is to co n­ 
tinue with o ut any co ncerted effo rt being made to 
prev ent it,” Dr. Sh eldo n co ntinued. “Auto mo bile 
injuries are medical pro blems and we sh o uld treat 
th em as such . Th e public is no t aro used o nly be­ 
cause auto mo bile fatalities are accepted as ‘acci­ 
dental’ death s. In reality , th ere is no th ing ‘acci­ 
dental’ abo ut th em ex cept th at th ey o ccur during 
auto mo bile accidents. Th e accidents may o ccur 
as th e result o f speed, inadequate h igh way s, po o r 
judgment, o r mech anical failure but no ne o f 
th ese actually * causes th e passenger injury . Th e 
injury o ccurs primarily as a result o f faulty in­ 
terio r design o f th e auto mo bile — th e do o rs, seats, 
cush io ns, kno bs, steering wh eel, and ev en th e 
o v erh ead co nstructio n are so po o r fro m th e 
safety standpo int th at it is surprising th at any ­ 
o ne escapes fro m an auto mo bile accident with o ut 
serio us injury . Th e eliminatio n o f th e mech ani­ 
cally h azardo us features o f interio r co nstructio n 
wo uld prev ent appro x imately 74 per cent, th ree- 
quarters, o f th e fatalities o r 28,500 death s each 
y ear.” 
Any o ne wh o do ubts th is po ssibility h as but to 
watch th e “jalo py ” races th ro ugh o ut th e co untiy . 
Peo ple are attracted to th ese races because o f th e 
frequent crash es th at o ccur, and th ey are seldo m 
disappo inted. Th e accidents are numero us, curio us, 
and o ften inv o lv e th ree, fo ur o r mo re cars. Wh y 
are serio us injuries rare fro m th ese crash es? Be­ 
cause th e injury -pro ducing facto rs present in th e 
av erage priv ate auto mo bile h av e been eliminated. 
Do o rs are welded sh ut, seats welded o r v ery 
rigidly fix ed to th e frame, all pro jecting kno bs o r 
h andles remo v ed and rigid interio r suppo rts in­ 
stalled. Th e use o f seat belts, crash h elmets, and 
sh o ulder h arnesses also pro tects th e driv er. 
Dr. Sh eldo n feels th at th e auto mo bile industry 
with in itself can so lv e th e pro blems at o nce but 
with ■th eir past reco rd h e serio usly do ubts it. If 
left to th em, a new but mino r ch ange wo uld be 
made each y ear as fitted th eir o v er-all plan, as 
h as been do ne in ex terio r sty ling and design* 
“Such a delay ing actio n may be a satisfacto ry 
po licy in business but no t in a matter o f h ealth 
and public safety . Translated into medicine, it 
wo uld be co mparable to with h o lding kno wn 
meth o ds o f life-sav ing v alue.”

By th e end o f nex t y ear, th ere 
will be o nly o ne member o f th e 
11-man co mmissio n no t named 
by President Eisenh o wer. Th is 
o ne ex ceptio n is Anth o ny F. Ar- 
paia (D-Co nn). He h as just been 
designated ch airman fo r nex t 
y ear. His term as a co mmissio ner 
ex pires Dec. 31, 19 57. 
As o f to day , ICC h as pro bably 
go ne farth er to ward a co mplete 
turno v er at th e to p since 19 53 
th an any o f th e o th er independ­ 
ent regulato ry agencies. 
PRESIDENT EISENHOWER 
h as been able to name fiv e new 
ICC members. Th eir av erage age 
is no w 51—a near reco rd lo w. 
Wh en Ike to o k o v er, th e av erage 
age was 67. 
Th e fiv e new members range 
fro m Ev erett Hutch inso n — an 
Eisenh o wer Tex as Demo crat and 
th e IOC baby at 40—to Jo h n H.' 
Winch ell (R-Co lo ) wh o is 63. 
In between are Kenneth H. 
Tuggle (R-Ky ) 55, Ho ward G. 
Freas (R-Co lo ) 55 and Owen 
Clarke (R-Wash ) 51. 
Th ey replaced Ch arles D.Ma- 
h affie wh o was 70, William E. 
Lee 71, Walter M. W. Splawn 70, 


J. Patterso n 73 and James K. 
Knudso n, a mere bo y o f 55.

COMBINA­ 
TION o f circumstances, Presi­ 
dent Eisenh o wer no w h as th ree 
mo re v acancies to fill. Th ey are 
caused by th e resignatio ns o f J.‘ 
Mo nro e Jo h nso n (D-SC) 73, J. 
Halden ,AHdredge (D-Ala) 68 
and Hugh W. Cro ss (R-Ill) 59 . 
President Eisenh o wer failed in 
h is first attempt to fo rce Jo h n­ 
so n’s resignatio n last y ear be­ 
cause h e was o v er 70. 
CROSS RESIGNED after a 
Senate inv estigatio n o f h is co n­ 
nectio ns with a Ch icago transfer 
co mpany case. 
Wh ile an attempt was made 
to play th is up as a Republican 
scandal, Cro ss h ad been ap­ 
po inted to ICC by President 
Truman. At th e time o f Cro ss’ 
appo intment it was bro ugh t o ut 
th at h e h ad fo rmerly been a rail­ 
ro ad atto rney in Jersey v ille, h is 
h o me to wn in central Illino is.

Th is is to keep th e po litical party 
div isio n o n ICC at six to fiv e. 
ALL THIS RESHUFFLING o f 
th e v enerable ICC is no t ex pect­ 
ed to h av e any great effect o n 
transpo rt po licy . 
Th e co mmissio n h as a h eav y 
backlo g o f cases largely due to 
lack o f funds and staff. A y o ung­ 
er co mmissio n may be able to 
clean up its do cket. 
Perh aps th e biggest case nex t 
y ear will be th e railro ads’ appli­ 
catio n fo r ano th er ro und o f 
freigh t increases, 7 per cent it’s 
rumo red. 
Th e GOP Cabinet Co mmittee 
o n Transpo rtatio n is ex pected to 


co mplete its new po licy reco m­ 
mendatio ns nex t y ear. 
Th e general o pinio n is th at th e 
FCC can pu t mo st o f th em into 
effect with o ut additio nal legisla- 
tio n.Th eir general purpo se wo uld 
be to giv e greater freedo m o f ac­ 
tio n to co mpeting carriers.

Membership Lo ttery Pla n Is 
Ca lled Setba ck to UN Idea

Wash ingto n, Dec. 20—Th ey ’v e 
taken to drawing lo ts -in th e 
United Natio ns to select 
a mem­ 
ber natio n fo r a place o n th e all- 
impo rtant Security Co u n c i l . 
May be th ey ’ll nex t try sh aking 
dice. 
Th e spectacle o f delegates 
fro m th e suppo sedly adv anced 
natio ns o f th e wo rld engaging in 
a gambling game to find o ut wh o 
sh o uld o r sh o uld no t be elected 
to a place o n th e mo st impo rtant 
'branch o f th e United Natio ns o r­ 
ganizatio n is o ne th at is unprece­ 
dented in all th e h isto ry o f mo d­ 
em fo llies. 
Wh en th e United Natio ns was 
o rganized, th e Security Co uncil 
was giv en ex trao rdinary po wer 
because any o ne o f th e perma­ 
nent members was auth o rized to 
ex ercise a v eto . Th is, it was rec­ 
o gnized, co uld fru strate th e will 
o f th e majo rity o f th e members. 
Fo r two mo nth s no w th ere h as 
been a so rt o f deadlo ck in th e 
General Assembly , wh ich do es 
no t select th e fiv e permanent 
members but do es ch o o se six 
members wh o ro tate fo r a two - 
y ear term. Th e ro tating mem­ 
bers po ssess all th e po wers o f 
permanent members, ex cept th e 
v eto . But certain impo rtant de­ 
cisio ns inv o lv ing, fo r ex ample, 
enfo rcement measures, require 
co ncurrence o f at least two o f 
th e ro tating members. 
Yugo slav ia and th e Ph ilip­ 
pines were spo nso red by riv al 
gro ups in th e Assembly and, 
wh en th ere was no ch ance to get 
a two -th irds v o te fo r eith er 
co untry , so me o ne came up with 
th e ingenio us sch eme th at each 
o f th e two natio ns serv e a h alf 
term. Th us, each co untiy wo uld 
be a member o f th e Security 
Co uncil fo r o ne y ear o nly , 
QUALIFICATIONS FOR mem­ 
bersh ip seemed to h av e h ad little 
to do with it. Th e tech nique ap­ 
peared to be entirely po litical. 
Ev idently th ere was no way to 
reso lv e th e deadlo ck acco rding 
to any v o ting pro cedure. It 
wo uld h av e been far better, h o w­ 
ev er, to decide to leav e th e seat 
v acant—th e . Security 
Co uncil 
can functio n with o ne member’s 
place unfilled—th an to tell th e 
wo rld th at th e member natio ns 
h av e to reso rt to th e drawing o f 
lo ts to determine wh at actio n to 
take. 
But th e wh o le United Natio ns 
idea h as been suffering setbacks 
lately . Th e so -called “package 
deal” o n admitting new mem­ 
bers was a sh o ck to th e mo ral 
fo rces o f th e wo rld, especially 
since th e pro cedure itself was 
declared illegal in 19 48 by th e 
Co urt o f Internatio nal Justice. 
A little matter o f illegality , 
h o wev er, o r ev en so flagrant a 
sin as military aggressio n, seems 
to weigh ligh tly o n th e co n­ 
science o f th e members. Th us, 
in th e last few day s Prime Min­ 
ister Neh ru o f India, in a speech 
said: 
“It is a strange th ing th at 
th e do o rs o f th e United Natio ns 


are clo sed fo r a co untry like 
Ch ina. 
In reality th is h as no t 
h armed Ch ina but it h as cer­ 
tainly h armed th e United Na­ 
tio ns a great deal because th e 
decisio ns o f th e United Natio ns 
was no t binding o n Ch ina wh ich 
is no t represented th ere.” 
WHAT NEHRU deliberately 
igno res is th e fact th at th e ques­ 
tio n o f admitting Red Ch ina is 
dfrectly related to th e aggressio n 
in Ko rea by th e Red Ch inese 
go v ernment. 
Fo r wh ile Neh ru 
h imself is suppo sed to be against 
th e use o f v io lence and co nsiders 
h imself an ex po nent o f mo ral 
fo rce, h e weakens h is entire case 
fo r mo ral fo rce by co ndo ning 
aggressio n. If, fo r instance, a 
go v ernment can sh o o t its way 
into th e United Natio ns, o r if, 
after being co ndemned as an ag­ 
gresso r, it is. th en rewarded with 
a seat in th e UN, th ere will be 
little co nfidence th at th e o rgan­ 
izatio n respects mo ral principles.

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THE CHRISTMAS SPIRIT 
Millions of words, especially in more or 
less modem times, have been written about 
the true spirit of Christmas. Writers from 
Charles Dickens up to the present rather 
jittery moment in history have sought to 
distinguish the things that really make 
Christmas the holiday of warmth and light 
and innocent gaiety that it ought to be. 
It is easier to tell what is not the true 
spirit of Christmas. This can be done by 
focusing thought for a moment on simple, 
small things. 
The other day a woman was browsing 
in one of those elegant shops that cater to 
a taste for supposedly sophisticated mod­ 
em design. She thought she might find 
some “different” Christmas cards. She did. 
She found, among others, a card that de­ 
picted an obviously drunken hag brandish­ 
ing a glass and shouting, “Deck them halls!” 
The tone of that card, and of others in 
the same display, is an affront to the spirit 
of Christmas, a mockery of all that the 
anniversary of the birth of Jesus should 
mean. Fortunately for the woman’s peace 
of mind, when she returned to her home 
she found in the day’s mail another sort of

card. 
It was of simple design—no clever car­ 
toons, no sophisticated irony. Its message 
was a plain statement of the verity that 
underlies the Christmas season: “He who 
understands love understands God, for God 
is love.”

MONGOLIA AND JAPAN 
What the Russians seem to have accomplished 
by their very intricate maneuver in the United 
Nations over the membership question was to in­ 
sult Japan; to attempt to give Japan the impres­ 
sion that the United States is not sufficiently 
powerful to get Japan into the United Nations; 
that Soviet Russia is powerful and can get Japan 
in during the next session; that it would be smart 
for Japan to tie in with Soviet Russia and Red 
China. 
Otherwise, there can be no explanation for 
vetoing Japan. The Russians did not dare veto 
Spain or Ireland, let us say, because the oppo­ 
sition to their play-acting w'ould have been too 
ferocious, so they picked on Japah, a country with 
which they have no peace treaty. 
And now we must expect some repercussions 
in Japan which must find a market for its manu­ 
factured goods and can find an excellent one in 
the Soviet Universal State. The United States can 
only afford to admit Japanese goods, in relation 
to many American industries, as long as times are 
good and employment fairly full. The first eco­ 
nomic dip, accompanied by unemployment, and 
there will be a demand for “Buy American,” as 
there has always been in such circumstances. The 
Japanese will be among the first to suffer from 
such an attitude and they have had a long and 
tragic experience with it. They would prefer not 
to be too dependent upon a Single market. 
Soviet Russia is short of most of the goods 
that are manufactured in Japan. A natural mar­ 
ket for Japanese products, one that Japan has 
assiduously and at great cost cultivated, runs from 
Manchuria to the Indian Ocean on the mainland 
of Asia. Most of that market is now Communist- 
controlled. 
It is fatuous for Americans to expect that the 
Japanese will long stay out of that market for 
purely ideological reasons. The British have gone 
into it and many Americans would like to cultM 
vate it. But for the Japanese it has this further 
attraction, that primary articles of food, rice, 
wheat, soya beans, can be obtained at reasonable 
prices, bartered for manufactured goods. Then 
again, the Japanese prefer fish to beef and some 
of their principal fishing grounds were given to 
Russia by Franklin D. Roosevelt in one of his 
more generous moments. The Japanese are hav­ 
ing serious fish troubles. The Russians could well 
afford to be generous and to give the Japanese a 
R 
leasant fisheries treaty, which would make the 
ussians very popular in Japan. 
The United States has had to take a complete 
defeat in the linking of Japan with Mongolia. 
Japan is an ancient sovereign country; Outer 
Mongolia is a province of China under Russian 
control. To balance Japan with Mongolia is an 
affront to the Japanese people, unwarranted by 
history or the present status of the two areas. 
While it is Soviet Russia that offered this insult 
to Japan, no Western country arose on the spot 
to defend the honor and dignity of Japan, al­ 
though Henry Cabot Lodge did try to get Japan 
into the United Nations. 
The Russian conduct raises anew the value of 
the United Nations as a parliament of man. It is 
supposed to function in accordance with the Char­ 
ter, but both the spirit and the letter of the Char­ 
ter are being ignored in the deals that nations 
cook up to achieve small ends. The 18-member­ 
ship deal was schemed up by the Canadians who 
seek to develop some kind of leadership, when, 
after all, a small country of only 15,000.000 per­ 
sons, economically and defensively dependent up­ 
on the United States, cannot assume very telling 
leadership because it can exhibit no power. Can­ 
ada has not been included in any of the recent 
conferences among the principal powers because 
Canada is not a principal power. 
Nevertheless, since Lester Pearson has become 
Canada's Secretary of State for External Affairs. 
he has thrown his weight about to the detriment 
and harm of the United States. It is supposed not 
to be wise to say* anything unfriendly about Can­ 
ada, lest the Canadian cartels raise the price of 
newsprint or lower the price of whiskey or in 
some other manner interfere with the American 
economy. But the day may come when Americans 
grow weary* of Pearsons shenanigans and then 
there may be the unpleasantness of retaliation. 
It is all so unnecessary.

"The physicians of this country are up in 
arms against the ever-increasing number of fatal­ 
ities occurring daily on your streets and highways 
as a result of autombile accidents. The neuro­ 
surgeons are seriously involved in this crusade 
because they are called upon to care for the 
patients in critical condition with severe head 
injuries.' Head and neck injuries account for 
nearly TO per cent of all auto crash fatalities. I 
have never known a neurosurgeon who has be­ 
come calloused to the task of caring for a fatal 
head injury because the severe head injury is fatal 
in spite of the most concerted efforts,” according 
to Dr. C. Hunter Sheldon, Pasadena, Calif. 
The loss of each patient awakens a deep 
feeling of anger because we allow this to con­ 
tinue without any concerted effort being made to 
prevent it,” Dr. Sheldon continued. “Automobile 
injuries are medical problems and we should treat 
them as such. The public is not aroused only be­ 
cause automobile fatalities are accepted as ‘acci­ 
dental’ deaths. In reality, there is nothing ‘acci­ 
dental’ about them except that they occur during 
automobile accidents. The accidents may occur 
as the result of speed, inadequate highways, poor 
judgment, or mechanical failure but none of 
these actually* causes the passenger injury*. The 
injury occurs primarily as a result of faulty in­ 
terior design of the automobile — the doors, seats, 
cushions, knobs, steering wheel, and even the 
overhead construction are so poor from the 
safety standpoint that it is surprising that any­ 
one escapes from an automobile accident without 
serious injury. The elimination of the mechani­ 
cally hazardous features of interior construction 
would prevent approximately 74 per cent, three­ 
quarters, of the fatalities or 28,500 deaths each

bidding. South had denied a bid­ 
dable heart holding, and it was 
therefore clear that West had at 
least four hearts. 
It was not enough for East to 
shift to a heart. East had to lead 
the correct heart in order to de­ 
feat the contract. The ten of 
hearts was the correct choice. 
South could hardly afford to 
play low, since East would sure­ 
ly continue the hearts. South 
therefore put up the jack of 
hearts, losing to West’s queen. 


West correctly read the situ­ 
ation. and the return of the king 
of hearts now established the 
hearts for the defenders. East 
was sure to get in with the ace 
of clubs in time to run the rest 
of the hearts, and the contract 
was therefore defeated. 
If East had shifted to a low 
heart instead of the ten of hearts 
at the second trick, South would 
have made his contract by play ­ 
ing low. West would have to 
play the queen of hearts to win 
the trick, but he would not be 
able to return a heart without 
sacrificing a trick. South would 
therefore have time to knock out 
the ace of clubs and thus col­ 
lect at least nine tricks before 
the opponents could develop the 
hearts.

New York, Dec. 20 (^)—The 
death of two youngsters in a fire 
yesterday while their mother 
was out shopping has created 
official concern for children left 
at home alone. 
‘This is the tenth death in the 
last IO days of children under 
seven years of age left unat­ 
tended by parents,” said Fire 
Commissioner Edward F. Cava- 
nagh Jr. He added he may make 
a radio or television appeal soon 
to try to prevent more deaths 
of this nature. 
Cavanagh made the statement 
after

Tinsley and his brother, Rey­ 
nard, 2. died in a fire. A third 
child. Jerry, 3, was in critical 
condition from bums.

By Love Won’t Spoil Him

During a recent severe illness of my reader’s five-year-old 
grandson, his m other slept on a cot in his bedroom. Now th at he’s 
recovering, he w ants the arrangem ent continued. 
His m other insists on maintaining it; his father says it’s “spoil­ 
ing him and wants it term inated at once. His grandm other thinks 
there must be some compromise solution. 
So do I. 
Let s try giving this special sleeping arrangem ent the most re­ 
laxed and cheerful indulgence we can for the next few nights. (Up 
to now it’s just had anxiety and resentm ent). At the same time, 
let’s put a time limit on it. 
O ur young convalescent may seem to be dismayed to learn that 
we intend shortly to resqjne our normal sleeping habits. He won’t 
really be. Actually, he’ll be comforted by our placid suggestion that 
the time for sick-room arrangem ent is almost over. 
In his own way, he’s as anxious to become his own independent 
self again as we are to see it restored to him. 
Were he faced with the prospect of accepting us as his perm a­ 
nent roommate, he wouldn’t relish it one bit. The trouble is, mothers 
worn by worry, nights of nursing, the burden of the sick child’s 
helplessness don’t see this readily. The memory' of his weakness is 
still so vivid that they find it hard to increase their demands upon 
his returning strength. 
If this young m other will begin to accept a normal state for her 
recuperating youngster, he’ll begin to accept the idea of sleeping 
arrangem ents to m atch it. He’ll tell her himself that he w ants her 
to get out of his room. He may try to be polite about it; he may 
just say, “Go back to your own room now.” It doesn’t m atter. W hat 
counts are his acknowledgment of regained self-possession — ane* 
his demand for return to pre-illness independence. 
As to “spoiling" him by compromising with his convalescent po­ 
sition between illness and full strength, let me quote noted psychia- • 
trist Dr. Lawson G. Lowrey on “spoiled” youngsters. He writes, 
“Nine-tenths of the children that I see who are called ‘spoiled’ are ; 
not ‘spoiled’ at all. They are the most neglected emotionally; the 
most severely rejected on the emotional side that you can imagine.” j 
We do not spoil children by serving their needs with discernm ent j 
and love. Right now, my reader’s little grandson seems to have two 
needs. His weakness needs the continued support of his m other’s ; 
presence at night—and his recuperating energies need the assur­ 
ance that they can dispense with it. He needs us to balance our 
support of his weakness with our happy and relaxed assumption of j 
his strength. 
W hat makes “spoiled” children often is parents* habit of giving 
them the action they dem and—but withholding the love and un­ 
derstanding that makes the action meaningful.

Do A iredak‘S m ake good h u n t­ 
ing dogs? 
Now, I know th at the 
A iredale was developed to be a 
varm int dog. in th a t sense is, in­ 
deed, a hunting dog. 
But how about bird shooting 
or rabbit hunting? 
The general 
answ er would 
be 
no, 
though 
Airedales are often 
im portant 
m em bers of lion dog or coon 
packs. 


YET THERE have been oc­ 
casional Airedales th at had suf­ 
ficient instinct to point and de­ 
sire to hunt to m ake excellent 
birl dogs. 
Some have been good 
retrievers to boot. 
Every now and then a Lab­ 
rador retriever *how* pointing 
instinct and one I know 
was 
quite staunch. 
Collies or collie crosse* not 
infrequently are taken afield by 
youngsters and develop a liking 
for hunting. Every now and then 
one will point and the result is 
a pretty good bird dog—often 
one which will double on squir­ 
rel. 


A ITE R ALL, the instinct to 
point is a characteristic of all 
dogs to a g reater or lesser de­ 


gree. 
It has been intensified in 
certain 
breeds 
by 
selective 
breeding. 
Every now’ and then 
the ch aracteristic is present to a 
degree sufficient to m ake the 
dog, regardless of breed, a func­ 
tional pointing dog. 
Giving 
tongue 
on 
trail 
is 
quite natural, too. 
H ere again, 
m an has bred selectively to in­ 
crease and improve the desire to 
give tongue and improve quality 
of voice as well as the nose and 
desire to follow the scent. 
We expect voice on trail from 
the dog* so bred, hut it is not 
limited to those breeds alone. 
Sussex spaniels notoriously sound 
off on trail. 
Often a cocker or 
springer will sound off once or 
twice when excited. 


THE DOG is fundamentally a 
gregarious animal and. in nature, 
travels in packs. 
The voice on 
trail is a signal to the other 
members of the pack to join the 
hunt. 
W hen m aking statem en ts as to 
w hat breeds will or won t —can 
or can’t—do certain things, we 
can only speak generally be­ 
cause there are alm ost certain 
to 
be 
exceptions—dogs, 
th a t 
despite their having been bred 
for m any generations to do cer­ 
tain things, rev ert to their com ­ 
mon heritage.

He further charged that it was becoming harder 
and harder for hard working LL officials in the field to hav e 
a v oice in national policies or ev en striv e for ev entual place­ 
ment on the national board. 
"Unwarranted destru ctive criticism, depressed economic con­ 
ditions; yes, even the non-existence of playing equ ipment will 
never cau se the discontinu ance of a Little Leagu e properly fou nd­ 
ed,” Stotz says. "Du ring the first eight years of LL, the lack of 
playing equ ipment, du e to government allocations, did retard the 
growth of the program. However, with ou r program now estab­ 
lished as an important national institu tion and as a lu crative m ar­ 
k et for the manu factu rer, we need have little concern for equ ip­ 
ment.
